The Cioveriiinetit iinulil not believe there ; 
existed any important class unioug tho ! 
loyal poople of the Jiritish ^'Empire who ' 
grudged, to royalty the; very -.mbdorate 
jirovision necessary V to • maintain 
Its dignity— a dignity which was 
not alone thai of the royal fam- 
ily, but of tlie empire as well, i 
if the systems of other civilized couii- 
Irios were oxuniincil, it would ho found 
that the EngliHli way « aHliy nl' odds 
the be.st, furnishing, as it does, at the 
moderate expense which the support, of 
llie Koyiil family entails, tliat stability 
which i.s so essential to good goverii- 
nioiit, and which obtains for Knglaiid the 
respect of every jieople of the gloh'. 
He could not believe that the jieople of 
Miigland were preiiared tosaeritice these i 
iidvanlages for jietty coiisideratioiis. 
lie represented the beiielits of Ktai>lo 
goveriinioiit wliioli they .so largely owed 
to their isiyal family, nor could "he bo- 
lievo that for the same rousnn the iia- ^ 
lion was preiiared to sauritiee the dig- 
nity of their riiicr.s and the dignity of 
the great British Kmpire.

Labouchere moved his snbstitiUii for . 
the committee's roixnt. I'liis substi- - 
lute is in the form of nn aditress lo the 
Queon, .stating, that in tlie ojiinion of 
the House, Her .Majesty should provide 
for her giaudchildren out of her present 
income. He .staled that it was tho 
opinion of llioso who slixid with him ou 
I li ia quest ion I liat tho sums already grant- 
ed to the Royal family out of tho public 
treasury were quite siiflicieiit for all 
proper purixisos with which the iieople 
had any concorn. He ridiculed the 
statement that ti;e English system wua 
tlie must econoniicul, and pointed to the 
groat nation across the water, which paid 
its president a yearly saliuy ofv £io,000 
as against' the £700,000 which 
the Queen and her family had cost tho 
peoplo of England every year. Ho was 
determined to oppose all further grabs 
to the junior royiiltio.s, and he s]>oku 
not only for himself hut for many 
others who acted with him iu 
support of this L<iibstitutc for 
the comiiiiitec's report. Notwithstand- 
ing the refusal of thu honorable 
gentleman lo reply to the iimuiries as 
to the (Juecn's siivings, tho (iovernuient 
was alieady on record as ndiiiittiiig that 
large aavings hud been made out of the 
allowances lieretofoio granted tlioC^iieen 
for her civil li.st. These savings, he un- 
deintood, were well iiivestod, and 
it was true, as il has been .stated, 
that tho (Juoeii liad out of these 
savings given various sums to several of 
her grandchildren. Ho had no doubt 
there was enough left to provide for the 
nthoi-H. He insisted that the extreme 
liiiiil which the nation should 
put upon its liouiily to royalty was 
reached when t. proper provision 
was made for the chiidreii oi the sover- 
eign. To eitend tho principle of royalty 
gnmts beyond this limit vms to treat 
with injustice too people fi-om wliom 
the sum for such a purpose must Ixi 
wrung in taxes. The couiiiiy ought 
not to he aaked'to submit lo Ui bur- 
den of support . for an inundu m of 
iiiuuincrable grandchildren. :f it 
Wtue found that the ra-CHont 
wasteful extravagance on tho jiart of 
the royal family would need to»l)0 kept 
in Winds in tho ah.seucc of fbrther 
nllowaneca, ho should hardly consider 
this a calamity.' Possibly somo notions 
of ordinary, prudence, and common 
Honso in the management uf their 
finances mi^ht ' be imposed on rnj'alty 
by a denial of further peiisious, 
but he could not bolievo that the. dis- 
play of these virtues would in the least 
mitigate uKuinst the dignity of tho Em- 
iiii u or of llie Royal family themselves.

'ENQLAND IN EGYPT. 

The Dervishes are hard to boat. They 
are a hardy and courageous race of 
men. War seems to be thoir normal 
condition. Tliey are poor, and it ap- 
pears that thoy can supply 
their fow ami simple ivants as 
easily in one part of the ex- 
tenaivo region which thoy occupy as in 
another. Thoir l uliug motive appears 
to be . religious fanatioisiu. Thoy be- 
lieve that they have a divine mission 
and that mission is to drive the "in- 
tidel" from Afrioo. They have a very 
high idea of their own piowc-ts and, to 
tell tlie ti-ulli, tliey are eiiomies that tho 
men of no nation can all>iril to despise. 
I<'or the native Egyptians they entertain 
supreme contempt, and the Egyptians, 
on their part, until lately, appeared to 
regard them in the same light as the 
nlii'e|) dn I ■ ... They were tcrri 

lied at lli(-ir \ .jiy naiiii', and they con 
sidered resistance to them perfectly 
hopeless. When they met their Arab 
foos they allowed themselves tu be 
butchereil without even making a pre- 
tense lo tiglit. Tlie miserable cowards 
ill several instances run away as soon 
as I hey .law their greatly dreaded 
enemy, and loft the few brave men who 
led- them to be massacred. 

Finding tbp Kgj'ptians so unfit to de- 
tend llieiiih.il w-s, ;ind lo preserve the 
liileresl;. uliicli Liiiupeaiis in general 
anil the liiilish iiiilinn in jiart icii lar 
liave in tlio count i-y, l-'.iif;hinil has fuiiinl 
it neccs.sary to keej) troops in l'igyi)t. 
Some of the Kuropcan powers, France 
in particular, do not like to seo Great 
liritain so powerful in Kgypt. Tliey 
arc jealous of liritiali intlucnce, but 
none of llicm seem disposed lo do what 
i.s iiocoPi.sary to preserve the ]ieace in the 
country, and to give Kgypt a govorn- 
iiient strong ami stable enough to keep 
the region through which t^ie Suez canal 
runs out of the hands of liarbariaiiH, 
mil to eiiMire the puynient of the money 
which has been loaned to Mirypt liy the 
i-apitalisl-; lit llie W'l-.sl. !':vi.|- .siiu:|. the 
l.iHl war (ireat liritain has had iroops 
in K.gypt. Hut for their presence iu 
1 bat cuunliy there is no knowing what 
would have happened. And now that 
it is ugaiii invaded by tho -Mahdi's 
iaiiatii'.il horde, there is a Hritisli force 
■eady to drive tlieni into llie desert. 
I'll" Ihitisli, too, have taught the 
i<igyptian8 to- fight, to have confidence 
in themselves, and to believe that the 
lierce Dervishes are not invincible. 

From all accounts it seems that the 
invaders have been defeated, but nut 
leaten, anil Uiat t liev bin e nut given 
up their design of invading Kgypt and 
Iriviugoutof it tlie iiisolcut infidels. 
Phe British contingent in the country 
has been reinforced, _and more troops 
still will bo sent there if it is found that 
they are needed. Tlie French do not 
like ibis. Their new.sjiapers are growl- 
ing and sneering, but it is evident that 
they see no way open to tliem to take 
ineosiires to lessen British iiitiuence in 
Kgypt, Some EuiH)pean power nnist do 
what Groat Britaui is now doing in 
Kgypt. It will not do to leave the 
connliy at the inerey of fanatical bar- 
barians, who not only have no syiiipalby 
with western civilizatiiiii, bin « Im ball- 
it with an intense and unreitsoniiig 
hatred.

A change of air waa 
rcoomineiided for Mr. Welch, and he 
Imd reaeiied Portland in eoiuiiany with 
jMr, Ritliet, wlieie he had tu roiiiaiii 
throiigli weakiiOHS, the end coming us 
statoil. 

The doceaacd geiitleiiiiiii waa one of 
the ]iioiieer!i of llriti.sli Cobiiiibin, hav- 
ing arrived froni Kiiglaiid in comiiany 
with Mesara. M. T. .JoIiiihoii ami (!. 
.M. .Siiroat to take a poaitioii in 
the ecrvici! of Aiidoisoii it Aii- 
deraoii, who at that time carried on ii 
Mhip]>iiig liiiaiiiess in Victoria, and were 
engaged in lumber niiUiiig at Albcriii. 
When Anderson k .-V iiiloraoii iibaiidoiied 
their work in this country, the Victoria 
branoli waa taken over ami operated by 
Hproiit iK- Co. .Mr. Welch aiiliaeoiieiitly 
went lo .San Francisco, where he ell- 
gaged ill hiisiiie.ss w it II .Mr. Sproal, un- 
der t he lino name of Sjiroal Welch. 
Tliia urraiigemeiil only liiated a ahoi t 
time, and tho'doceuscd coiitiiiiied the 
biisiiicsa us Welch & Co. 

In 1871 Mr. Welch purehiiscd the in- 
terest of the late J. Robertson-Stewart, 
commisaioii merchant, Wliarf street, 
and ussoeinted hiiiiiielf with Mr. 
R. P. Kithet, wlio at that time 
hud charge of ^Ir. SteM'art's business. 
The firm was then and is now known as 
'Welch, Kithet & Co;, tho largest and 
wealthiest, with , the exception of tho 
H. B. Co., in the province. Mr. Ralph 
D, Woloh, a bralher of the deceased, es- 
tablished. a brtinch in Liverpool of the 
iSan Francisco and Victoria nouses, and 
this has also advanced into ii very im- 
}xirtAnt honse. 

The deceased was a shrewd buHiiiess 
man, and rapidlv increased in wealth, 
and at Ilia doiitli was soverul tiinca a 
inillionaire, and one uf Ihe most pi'(un- 
iiienl liiiaiiiess men in .S.m l'"raiicisco. 
Through his eoimeetioii with this city 
anil his inlluen.-.- in shipping circles, hii 
w.is insl-. ,i,,.,-nial in i sl:il>lisbiiig the 
larcesh ippiii^ t riole I ransaeled hy Vi(\t oria 
with till- Cnii.-.l .11, lies and oilier 
forei-ii .'i, mil l ie-., 'I'liroiich liie.Moo.ly. 
\illt- ,S,iuiiiill ( ..inpaiiy he carried on 
an exicnsivi- li.rci^u himbor trade, and 
ol late years was really the Sole owner 
of thai large in. liist i y.

Rithet .V Co. This edimectioii 
e\fniii,illy n-Milled in .Mr. Welch secur- 
ing liic .■oiiU.il .if several large sugar 
plantiiiions in the .Sandwich Island.s, 
which proved very valuable property. 
DoceHKed waa president of the Califor- 
nia Sin^ar Reliiu-iy and owned a iiiim- 
b, r ot vessels eiigiiged in this trade. A 
new vessel bir this trade is now build- 
ing in .Si'otlaiiil, to he (-idled the ".-Vii- 
drew Welch." 

The late .Mr. Welch iic(piiie(l his 
wealth on the P;u;ilie coast , having come 
to N'ietoria as a hoolc-keeper in .•'Mider- 
soii Anderson'a. He h;ia been more than 
iirdiiiarily aucocssfiil in his business 
career, and will be greatly missed in 
conimoruinl circles. Although his viaita 
to this city since his removal to San 
Francisco have been few, he had many 
friends in Victoria who will he pained 
to hear of his death. The deceased was 
about j*>3 years of age, and leaves a 
willow and several ehildreu, the oldest 
.^f the latter. being twelve years of age. 

The remains will he taken to Sitn 
FiiuiciHco for burial, and until after the 
funeral Ihe ollieos in this city will re- 
oiaiii closed.
